they? 


The proper thing when starting out to 


be a seamstress is to take a. course in 
dressmaking, practical dressmaking—that 
is. in remodeling skirts , cutting over 
sleeves and making simple dresses and 
waists. 


If possible, it is better to 
specialize. 


One woman who started in making lin- 
gerie and blouses,by the day now has a. 
smart little shop of her own with quite 
an array of customers, whose acquain- 
tance she made in her sewing days. 


The making of children's clothes is also 


a good branch to undertake. Children's 
clothes are expensive when bought ready- 
made, and very pretty little frocks and 
coats may easily be made from old rem- 
nantfi. 


Mending is another line that will find 


plenty of customers. The skilled mend- 
er is never long out 
of 
employment. 


Some women undertake the mending for 
bachelors and bachelor maids at so much 
a week, making it a regular job.

The Evening Wisconsin in »n interest- 
ig article on the recall and referendum 
olds the recall system is vicious and 
nabling a discontented, intriguing min- 
rity, to subvert government by a fixed 
rcriods filing petitions to oust officials 
n some alleged grievance. No tenure 
f office would 'be safe and every pub- 
c official, state and local, would be lia- 
le to lie turned out on. a petition of a 
mall minority. This recall of a, roinor- 
ty is no more than the recall of olden 
days when no office holder by appoint- 
ment could reckon safely on anything, 
or he was liable at any time to remov- 
1 with no cause being assigned. There 
re yet living many men who very well 
emember the famous fight made years 
go in General Grant's time to 
bring 


bout the tenure of office law by which 
ederal office holders appointive, were 
ssured of their offices for four years 


unless good and sufficient cause was giv- 
a. otherwise. The new recall system is 


the same old vicious system, and if 


adopted it would insure not a particle 
3f 'better service, because generally the 
easc-n why the recall would be worked, 
would not toe because of efficiency or 
not, but because of alleged 
complaint 


uch office holder was not doing certain 
hings, in the opinion of the ousting min- 
jrity, he should. As the Wisconsin says, 
et the people pay more attention, to the 
candidates at first, elect good men and 
^hen let them remain in office according 
to the legal tenure. This minority rale 
or the small percentage required to in- 
stitute the recall could be manipulated 
j.t any time by designing persons. Re- 
viewing our earlier history this paper 
remarks:

er is guarded by a wonderful arrange- 
nent of checks and balances—there is a 
jreater degree of individual liberty as 
well as a surer guaranty of general ma- 
terial progress than, under 
any 
other 


system the world has ever known. 


"This being the ease, it would be fol- 


ly to subject it to radical change. The 
proper way to minimize evils of admin- 
istration is to elect good men to office. 
If an administration is not satisfactory 
there is an opportunity to retire it at) 
the end of its term without any shock 
to the stability of the state. Under any 
recall system it would be .more difficult 
to get good, self-respecting men to ac- 
cept public office than it is now. Under 
Uie initiative and referendum, so-called, 
the channels of legislation would be bad- 
ly clogged." 


Clogged they would certainly be. It 


..as doubtless with this in view that in 
the Commission government measure the 
recall feature was omitted. With this in 
the law communities would be unwise to 
adopt any such system.

firnilv at Judge Latshaw, while the ver- 
dict was being received. 
As the words 


••imprisonment in the state penitentiary 
during his natural life" were pronounc- 
ed his ga'/.o was fastened on the floor. 


•'•'Don't worry, dearie," he said to his 


wife, ns she clasped him in her arms. 


Try to Comfort Mrs. Hyde. 


Mrs. E. X. Hopkins nnd Miss Laura 


llvde, sisters of the 
physician 
looked 


distressed, but did not break down. They 
tried to comfort Mrs. Hyde. 


"We shall hope for the best," they 


said. 
"We don't understand this ver- 


dict. Ciark is innocent."

Hyde. 


Within ton minutes after Hie verdict 


had been returned the doctor was on his 
way to his cell, Mrs. Hyde remained in 
the courtroom for some time.

oners to send out for their meals, will 
apply in Dr. Hyde's case. But he must 
sleep in a coll. 


"I will lile a motion for a new trial 


nnd then tnko an appeal to the case," 
said Frank 1'. Walsh, chief counsel for 
Dr. Hyde. 


The verdict tame unexpectedly. Every 


attorney in the case had given up hope, 
that the jury, which had been out since 
Friday night, would reach an agreement. 


It was reported this morning that one 


juror said lie would "vote for acquittal 
until I die of old age." 


Judge Latshaw, half an hour before 


the verdict came in, decided to change 
his plan of discharging the jurors tomor- 
row morning if they did not agree, 
lie 


planned to hold them for several d«ys 
longer. 


When the announcement came 
that 


the verdict, was ready, the news spread 
rapidlv and every inch of space in the 
courtroom was icuii occupied. 


"Tliere must be absolute quiet," said 


the court.

appeared Dr. Hyde, his wife and his sis- 
ters.

Before leaving she said:

mnke a motion for a new trial. .Failing 
in this, I .shall arrange for an appeal. 
The c«ne will be reversed in the supreme 
court. I am confident, because Clark is

An Appeal to Be Made.

for Dr. Hyde suid: 
"The case will bo 


appealed and we have every confidence 
in its final outcome. 
I have nothing 


clue to say."

,-ounsel with Mr. Walsh said: 'The su- 


court will remand the case for a 


new trial. There has -been sufficient er- 
ror in it to convince me of this."

followed immediately after tlic admin- 
istration of a capsule at the direction 
ot Dr. Hyde. Dr. I-Iydc said it was a di- 
gestive tablet. 


H was proven at the trial that Dr. 


Hyde had purchased cyanide of potas- 
sium in five grain capsules :ind he was 
prosecuted on the belief that he Inul giv- 
en one of these capsules to Col. Swope. 
Dr. Hyde said he bought the cyanide cap- 
sules to kill cockroaches in his oll'icc. 


Two days before the death 
of 
Col. 


Swope, Moss Hunton.a cousin of the mil- 
lionaire philanthropist died at the Swope 
home following a- stroke of 
apoplexy.
